SHORTLY, YOU, THE EMPLOYEES OF THE HOSPITAL WILL RECEIVE A BOOKLET 
SETTING FORTH THE PROVISIONS OF THE PLAN, BUT BRIEFLY IT PROVIDES 
AS FOLLOWS: 


EVERY FULL-TIME EMPLOYEE AND DOCTORS, BOTH OF MEDICINE AND 
OTHER DOCTORS, TOGETHER WITH MEDICAL TECHNICIANS REGULARLY EMPLOYED 
BY THE HOSPITAL WHO RECEIVED A REGULARLY STATED COMPENSATION FROM 
THE HOSPITAL ARE ELIGIBLE TO PARTICIPATE IN THE PLAN UPON THE ATTAIN- 
MENT OF 50 YEARS OF AGE AND THE COMPLETION OF 5 YEARS OF SERVICE 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, THAT SUCH EMPLOYEES AT NORMAL RETIREMENT AGE (WHICH 
Ts 70 YEARS OF AGE) WILL HAVE COMPLETED AT LEAST 15 YEARS OF SERVICE 
WITH THE HOSPITAL. UPON ATTAINING THE AGE OF 70 YEARS THE EMPLOYEE 
SHALL RECEIVE A PENSION IN AN AMOUNT EQUAL TO 1-1/2% oF HIS AVERAGE 
COMPENSATION DURING THE YEARS OF HIS SERVICE, MULTIPLIED BY THE NUMBER 
OF CREDITABLE YEARS OF SERVICE, LESS 1/2 HIs SocraAL SECURITY BENEFITS, 
HOWEVER, NO PENSION SHALL BE LESS THAN $36.00 MULTIPLIED BY HIS YEARS 
OF SERVICE LESS 1/2 oF HIS SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS, NOR MORE THAN 
$6,000 bess 1/2 or HIS ANNUAL SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFITS. AN EMPLOYEE 
MAY RETIRE AT 65 oR aT 60 IN THE DISCRETION OF THE RETIREMENT CoMM-~ 
ITTEE BUT HIS PENSION WOULD BE IN A SMALLER AMOUNT. THERE ARE ALSO 
VARIOUS OPTIONS WHICH WOULD ALLOW THE EMPLOYEE TO RECEIVE A REDUCED 
PENSION DURING HIS LIFE AND AN ALLOWANCE IN THE SAME AMOUNT TO A 
BENEFICIARY NAMED BY HIM DURING SUCH BENEFICIARY'S LIFE.
